Union Labor Trust Is Sure 
to Get a Tumble. 


——- @-_—_— 
Walking Delegates Will Try 
Hot Air Power. — 


But Trust Elevators Are Not 
Running Smoothly. 


A battle between the elevator _trust 
and the three local structural’ iron 
companies for control of the big market 
for “lifts” in Southern California is 
scheduled to occur during the next 
thirty days. ‘ 

The Elevator Constructors’ Union js 
to be used as a catspaw to pull the 
chestnuts out of the fire fur the ele- 
vator trust. 

The tremendous building projects 
now contracted for in Los Angeles 
makes this elevator market contro] a 
prize especially attractive. 

An arrangement between the Otis 
Elevator Company, popularly known 
as the elevator trust, and the Eleva- 


and Structural Iron Workers’ Union 
is reported to have been made in San 
Francisco. 

The conditions of the arrangement 
are laid down as being the complete 
recognition of the unions by the Otis 
concern in all of its works, and in re- 
turn the unions are the 
competitors of the Otis concern in ev- 
ery legal manner possible. 

The plan of action mapped out in 
Los Angeles is to secure every eleva- 
tor worker as a member of the union, 
and then call a strike. 

With every skilled elevator worker 
out on strike the grounds for settile- 
ment would be that none but Otis ele- 
vators be erected, and the union rec- 
ognized. 

Men have been circulating among 
the workers of the Baker Iron Worka, 
the Liewellyn Iron Works and the Un- 
ion Iron Works seeking union recruits. 


“SMOKER” SCHEME. 


These trouble-makers promise higher 
wages if the men will join the BEle- 
vator Constructors’ Union, which has 
a tentative hold in the city. The work- 
ers for the three companies are asked 
to attend a “smoker” which is to be 
held during the coming week. They 
are approached in the most pleasant 
manner possible and told that if they 
do not want to join the union after at- 
tending the meetings they will not be 
molested. 

In the majority of cases the men 
have been far-sighted enough to ree 
the weakness of the scheme, and have 
refused to have anything to do with 
the union walking delegates and trou- 
ble- breeders. 

When the worker refuses he told 
that if he does not join the u he 
will be unable to get work in Los An- 
geles within the next month. 

The would-be labor bosses who have 
been doing the proselyting among the 
skilled employés of the Liewellyn, Ba- 
ker and Union companies are in the 
employ of the Otis Elevator Compaay 
and are now erecting several “lifts” 
in this city. 

That the Otis Company is back of the 
scheme to compel the other companies 


with whom they are in direct compe- | 


tition to also r ze the union, is 
the firm belief of the officials of those 
concerns, although E. .Conde Jones. 
manager of the -local office of the Otis 
Company, denies any connection of the 
company with the project. ; 

The move.to organize the independ- 
ent American workers of the three ic- 
cal companies is clothed with the nim- 
bus of a purely “unionistic’’ movement, 
but back of the plausible words of the 
paid walking delegate there is inicr- 
esting history. 

CAT OUT OF THE BAG. 

A letter received a few weeks ago by 
Fred Baker of the Baker Iron Works 
from a friend Mm San Francisco let the 
cat out of the bag. The writer is oa 
the inside of the elevator business in 
San Francisco. ane 

He unconditionally makes the state- 
ment that the Otis Elevator Company 
has entered into an agreement with 
the Blevator Constructors’ Union and 
the Bridge and Structural :Iron Work- 
ers’ Union whereby none but members 
of these twd unions will be employed 
by the company, and in return the un- 
ion thugs are to use all the force of 
their organizations to harass the com- 
petitors of the Otis Company. 

This harassing is to purely legal, 
and to take the form of “missionary 
work” among the employés of other 
companies on the Pacific Coast, to get 
the men to join the union. 

The Liewellyn and Baker compan'‘es 
are the greatest rivals to the Otis 
Company in Southern California, and 
it is against these two that the fight 
of the unions, backed by the Otis Com- 
|pany, is to be principally directed. 
BAKER TO THE POINT. 

| Mr. Baker yesterday spoke unreserv- 
edly of the attitude of his company to- 
ward the unions, and especially of his 
knowledge of the backing the Otic 
people accorded the unions. 

“Several weeks ago,” said Baker, “I 
‘broached this subject to 8. BurgerPa- 
cific Coast manager for the Otis Com- 
pany. I said that his company had 
entered into an agreement with the 
unions to employ none but their mem- 
bers, and that the unions would then 
harass the competitors. He did not 
deny this, but remarked that ‘every 
company had their own methods of 
conducting their business.’ 
| “At one time this company was agen. 
‘for the Otis elevator and erected it 
everywhere. Since that time we have 
accepted the agency of another eleva- 
tor made on the Coast andare erecting 
it. The Otis people control all but 
three makes of elevators in the United

REAT RAILROAD ACTIVITY. 

Unless all the appearances are mis- 
leading, there will be something do- 
ing between this city and Santa Mon- 
ica, and from Santa Monica northward, 
in the way of railroad develop- 
ment. The first surface indication of 
this was the changing of the grade of 
the railroad on Sixth street from a 
narrow to a standard gauge road, and 
the securing of further rights of way 
for the extension of this standard 
gauge road westerly, towards Holly- 
wood. Mr. Huntington denies em- 
@hatically that there is any present 
intention of building this line beyond a 
certain point in a barley field between 
the city and Hollywood. Of course, 
there’s a whole lot of leeway in that 
convenient phrase, “at the  pres- 
ent time.” | 

The next indication which came to 
the surface months ago, but whose 
significance was not apparent then, 
was the presence of H. E. Huntington 
in the syndicate which bought the 
Hammel & Denker ranch. Linking 
these two facts together, in conjunc- 
tion with the purchase of half of the 
Los Angeles-Pacific Railroad by Har- 
riman, to a man up a tree it looks 
as if there must be some connection 
between the conversion of the Sixth- 
street Huntington road into a stand- 
ard gauge and these land interests of 
Mr. Huntington in the valley. 

The third link in the chain, also 
denied to be a fact by the principals, 
is the reported purchase of the Wolf- 
skill ranch, which lies directly west 
of the Hammel & Denker property. 
The persistent rumor is that the Hun- 
tington interests have secured control 
of this piece of 3700 acres. 

The fourth link was foreshadowcd 
Tuesday by the report that the same 
Huntington interests had secured a 
control in the property of the Santa 
Monica Land & Water Company, 
known as the West Gate. This, also, 
is denied to be a fact by the parties 
mainly in interest, but it came up 
again on the wings of the wind, from 
the beach, yesterday, and in an en- 
larged form. 

The fifth link is the apparent con- 
test between Harriman and the Rindge 
interests to secure a right of way 
along Santa Monica beach, where the 
old arch rock attracted the atten- 
tion of the tourists by its picturesque 
aspect until it went to ruin the other 
week, some say from the effect of the 
great storm, while others insinuate 
that someone interested in pushing a 


| railroad along there had it blown up. 


The contest for this piece of right of 
way is as earnest between Harriman’'s 
men and the Rindge people as is the 
struggle of the Harriman interests 
with the Hill interests along the Co- 
lumbia River, in Oregon. Each is try- 
ing to get the better of the other in 


a short but important gap in rail- 


way development. 

It is beyond the understanding of 
the average non-railroad expert that a 
standard gauge railroad should be at- 
tempted from Santa Monica north- 
ward, through the Topango and Mal- 
ibu hills, the property of the Rindge 
estate, but this attempt is a fact which 
no denial will remove. The road is be- 
ing constructed. It is partly graded. 
Rights of way have been secured, 
probably all the way to Hueneme. 
There is a road surveyed from this 
point, over the mountains, all the 
way to Bakersfield, which the Hun- 
tington people are said to have the 
control of. | 

Now, look at the links in the chain: 
A standard gauge railroad from the 
western edge of Los Angeles city; 
the acquiring of immense property 
rights along the natural projection of 
that line; the securing of large prop- 
erty holdings in Santa Monica; the 
standard gauge road being now built, 
at immense expense, through an un- 
productive mountain region, said to 
be to haul the Ventura bean crop; the 
projected road from Ventura over the 
mountains to Bakersfield, into the 
great San Joaquin Valley. It re- 
quires but little conjecture to supply 
the few more. links to connect with. 
tne “new Gould line at Oakland. 

If all these straws, in violent agi- 
tation, do not show which way the 
wind blows, what do they show? The 
movers of great enterprises, like these,‘ 
very naturally conceal their plans to 
the last possible moment. If these 
rumors prove true, and the surmises 
are well founded, they may mean an en- 
tirely new development in railroading 
in Los Angeles. They hardly signify 
the establishing of a railroad terminus 
to the west of the city, although such 
a thing might not. be impossible. 
course, it would be easy to branch off 
anywhere north of Santa Monica, with. 
a line running in south of the city, 
and reaching a terminus somewhere

vicinity of the other great railroad 
depots. And yet, a passenger depot 
out on the edge of the city, toward 
Hollywood, connecting with the great 
system of street railways into all parts 
of the city, might not be such a bad 
thing after all.

velopment before now. 

Of course, in making long 
guesses like these, the guesser is more 
than likely to run up against snags. 
For instance, the line projected be- 
tween Hueneme and Bakersfield was 
built by H. M. Russell, and he is sus- 
pected of having procured rails, mo- 
tive power, and rolling stock from the 
Southern Pacific. And when he did, 
it is dollars against smal! apples that 
a string was tied to the enterprise so 
that it could not be sold to a rival. 


|A railroad man in discussing the sub-| 


ject suggested that it might be a com- 
bination between the Santa Fé and 
the Southern Pacific to let their part- 
ner get an entrance into Los Angeles 
in this way. Another suggests that 
it might be a combination between 
the Santa Fé and Gould. But neither 
of these guesses is very clear. The 
Southern Pacific would hardly allow 


even the Santa Fé to get into such |. 


close competition with them, from the 
north, if they could help it, and they 
certainly would not allow the Santa 
Fé to make such a hitch with Gould. 
A third railroad man. in talking, said: 
“Don’t know anything about your big 
dream, but you may be sure of one 
thing, if Gould ever does get into Los 
Angeles, and it looks as if he would, 
he is likely to go down the coast. The 
business of the coast line of the 
Southern Pacific is an exceedingly pay- 
ing one. There are not ten miles of 
unproductive territory along the 
whole coast, and much of it, as Ven- 
tura, Santa Barbara, and the Pajaro 
Valley, is among the richest bits of all 
the State of California.” on

If the 
city got its just share for all other 
privileges granted corporations or in- 
dividuals, there would be no neces- 
sity of levying any personal or real 
estate tax at all. 

Of course, if we go back a period of 
twenty-five years or more, a franchise 
or license to run even a period of 
fifty years offered for sale in Los An- 
geles would probably have brought 
but a very. small sum of money, if 
the privilege were sold for a lump 
sum. But if these franchises had been 
granted on the basis of a share in the 
gross income of each seeker after such 
a privilege, the percentage to be 
slight on the basis of the population 
twenty-five years ago, but to increase 
in a direct ratio with the tncrease of 
population, the city’s share at the 
present time would be very handsome. 

The ordinary way of managing these 
things is to demand a percentage of 
the net income earned by the concern 
holding the privilege, and very often 
this percentage is fixed at the same 
figure for the whole period during 
which the privilege runs.

HE HERO OF THE MOUNTAIN. 
Amidst the devastation and the 
desolation wrought by the latest erup- 
tion of Mount Vesuvius, one figure 
stands out in striking relief. It is not 
that of the King of Italy, nor that of 
the Duchess of Aosta, though these are

While the awesome vol- 
cano was heaving ashes, stones, sand, 
mud and fire thousands of feet iato the 
air, spreading devastation to the fair 
fields and towns below, Prof. Matteucct 
calmly pursued his scientific work and 
telegraphed the results of his observa- 
tions to the distracted region below 
with as much complacency, apparently, 
ac if he were sending in an agricul- 
tural or a meteorological report. “The. 
explosive activity of Vesuvius,” he 
said, “which. was very great yesterday 
(Sunday,) and accompanied by very 
powerful electrical discharges, has di- 
minished. Yesterday evening and dur- 
ing the night, the expulsion of rock 
ceased. The emission of sand in-| 
creased, completely enveloping me, and 
forming a bed over ten centimeters 
deep, which carried desolation into this’ 
elevated region. Masses of sand cre- 
complete darkness until 7 o'clock. 
Several blocks of stone broke windows 
in the observatory last night. Earth- 
quake shocks were stronger and more 
i frequent yesterday, and displaced the 
seismic apparatus. Yesterday after- 
noon and this morning torrents of sand 
fell. While I am telegraphing, several} 
balls of fire rise without rumbling from 
the enlarged crater and the new ele- 
vated crevasses,” 

Perhaps no man before Prof. Mat- 
teucci had ever witnessed 60 colossal 
an convulsion of nature at such close 
range. It was certainly something ito 
cause the average man (to ‘“‘skiddoo” 
from the vicinity, and to get as far 
away as possible, in the shortest time. 

But Prof. Matteucci evidently is not 
casily panic-stricken. Very likely, if 
the mountain had crumbled beneath his 
feet, he would stiil have maintained 
his equanimity. |
